Michigan 


The jack pine budw orm , which 
has been in outbreak in localized 
areas of Michigan for the past 
three years, offers a very real 
threat to jack pine stands, accord­ 
ing to tallies of dam age in the 
forests of M ichigan 
and 
M inne­ 
sota. 
S ubstantial losses directly as­ 
sociated with the budw orm have 
been reported in these states in 
ja c k pine of all size classes, and 
severe defoliation has occurred on 
th e Rapid River Ranger D istrict 
o fthe H iaw atha National Forest 
in the U pper Peninsula and on 
th e H uron National Forest and the 
Au Sable, Higgins Lake, and Oge­ 
m aw State Forests in Low er M ich­ 
igan. 
Tim berland ow ners are w arned 
b y Dr. Daniel 
M. 
B enjam in 
of 
M ilwaukee, noted entomologist, to 
be alert to the m enace of con­ 
tinued b udw orm attack. 
Mortality Of Trees 
R ecom m ended by him to reduce 
d am age are salvage

areas of most severe defoliation 
and the 
rem oval 
of 
suppressed 
an d o rchard-type jack pine trees 
conducive to building up the b ud­ 
w o rm population. 
To see w hether any tim ber loss­ 
es had occurred in 
the

est and to determ ine their extent, 
a tim b er-d rain survey was recent­ 
ly conducted on this forest by Dr. 
B enjam in in cooperation with the 
U. S. Forest 
Service. 
He found that in the infested 
trees, tree m ortality was

cent in saplings four inches in 
diam eter, and 33 per cent in some 
saplings two inches in diam eter. 
T he toll of seedling trees ran as 
high as 42 percent in some stands. 
Smaller Trees Hit 
Final losses resulting from the 
outbreak, he said, will depend on 
the course taken by the outbreak 
in the next few seasons. 
C ontinued defoliation will u n ­

m erchantable trees. 
Should the

D E T R O IT — (ZP)—Michigan’s u n ­ 
em ploym ent, on the rise because 
of the steel strike, was estim ated 
officially today at 285.000 — the 
greatest since the trem endous lay ­ 
offs of th e im m ediate post-W orld 
W ar II period. 
The estim ates were 
based 
on 
July 15 records. 
The S tate of Michigan w ill be 
paying out $4,000,000 w eekly in 
unem ploym ent 
compensation 
on 
the basis of claims from jobless 
persons, it was said. 
P ay m en ts are made from the 
state’s $359,000,000 unem ploym ent 
com pensation 
fund. 
M ichigan’s 
26.000 steel plant 
strikers 
are 
not eligible. 
The law does not 
perm it com pensation to strikers. 
M ichigan’s total idle in the steel 
strike has risen markedly in the 
last th ree weeks. 
Detroit was given the bulk of 
the total idle—or 185,000. 
This 
left outstate Michigan with 100,- 
000. 
The commission said that it the 
steel strike continues M ichigan’s 
unem ploym ent possibly will reach 
355.000 by Aug. 15. 
Claim s for unem ploym ent com ­ 
pensation w ere more than double 
last w eek the agency said, going 
from 71,291 to 157,415 in the state 
as a whole. 
Except for the economic disas­ 
ter period of the 1930s, only the 
last m onths of 1945 and F ebruary 
of 1946 produced greater u n e m ­ 
ploym ent.

Merry-Go-Round 
Now It's the Donkey's Turn to Apply the Heat 


T7SC A NA BA has been fortunate the past 
J - ' several years in the absence cl d row n­ 
ings at L udington P ark beach. 
The word 
“fortunate’’ 
is used 
advis­ 
edly, for those who are fam iliar with the 
ever-present danger w hen the swimm ing 
season starts know that drow nings can oc­ 
cur no m atter how w ell-guarded is the 
beach. 
Accidents can and do happen as 
suddenly to sw im m ers in the w ater as to 
motorists on the highway. 
F ortunately the factors of w ater safet> 
are easily followed by 
the 
individual 
sw im m er, and following them he is not 
likely to run into difficulties or lose his 
life. P rim ary sfafety rules at the beach can 
be described as follows: 
Stay in shallow w ater unless you are a 
good sw im m er. 
Sw im only in the area m arked off foi 
th a t purpose. 
Do not swim when you are tired or enter 
the w ater soon after eating. 
Violating these rules is dangerous and 
can lead to tragedy. Ignoring the rules as 
of no consequence encourages others to do 
likewise. The result m ay be loss of your 
life, or the life of someone dear to you. 
T here is a dual responsibility to see that 
fundam ental w ater safety rules are ob­ 
served at the beach. The first obligation 
is upon the individual sw im m er; and it is 
the duty of the lifeguard to w a rn persons 
from danger oefore they get into diffi­ 
culties as well as attem pt to save their 
lives after the accident happens. 
Persons who go to the beach should in­ 
form them selves of the hours when the 
lifeguards are on duty. If the public insists 
on sw im m ing after hours it does so at its 
own risk. 
Young children (say u n d er nine years 
of age) should be accom panied by parent 
or other adult when they visit th e beach. 
When tile beach is crowded the guards 
cannot watch over every tiny head, and 
the city bench is not a tiny tots nursery 
and the guards are not nursem aids. 
At m an y public beached in larger cities 
the policy is to turn unaccom panied young­ 
sters over to the police, who notify the 
parents that their child is “lost.” 
C ertainly this practice has merit. And it 
is better that the unaccom panied child be 
thus protected than to incur the risk of a 
lite lost by drowning. 


“Silent Treatment 


Charge Is Untrue 
T 
HE charge of Mrs. 
Nancy 
Williams, 
wife of Gov. G. M ennen Williams, at 
the Democratic national convention in Chi­ 
cago that the Michigan press is giving the 
“silent treatm en t” to Democratic leaders 
is simply not true. 
Mrs. Williams com plained that most of 
the new spapers in Michigan have “opposed 
Roosevelt, T rum an and W illiams.”

It is a new spaper’s 
duty to its readers to report the news, not 
to ignore it. No new spaper worthy of the 
nam e would deliberately give the silent 
treatm ent to anything or anybody 
that 
m akes news. 
Gov. Williams has spoken and visited in 
Escanaba many, m any times. W henever he 
has spoken in Escanaba, 
the 
Escanaba 
Press has reported the governor’s visit, 
published 
his statem ents, 
and 
carried 
.stories on anything the governor has had 
to say. Yet the Escanaba Press has not sup­ 
ported Governor W illiams politically. 
The editorial page of a new spaper re ­ 
flects the new spaper’s views, 
but other 
news pages of the paper contain objective 
reports of the things and people that m ake 
news. 
We are sure that the governor’s wife 
was well meaning and sincere in her com ­ 
plaint. We expect wives to delend then 
h usbands— and we honor them for it. But 
we are equally sure that Mis. Williams is 
wrong in h er viewpoint.

CHICAGO—Politics can be a cruel busi­ 
ness. The cruelest blows dealt in the c u r­ 
rent race for the D em ocratic presidential 
nom ination w ere to Vice President Alben 
B arkley and Averell H arrim an. U ndoubt­ 
edly, they w ere not m eant to be cruel, for 
in Barkley's case they cam e from those 
who love him most— his wife, Leslie Biffle, 
and the President. However, it will prob­ 
ably em bitter him for the rem ainder of 
his life. 
The stage was set for Barkley to enter 
the presidential race on July 5, the last 
day Congress was supposed to meet, at a 
luncheon given by Senate Secretary Biffle, 
th e V eep’s close personal 
and 
political 
friend. 
Since Congress was supposed to 
close that day, President T rum an returned 
to his old stamping ground, attended the 
lunch, had a couple of bourbons and was 
pulled to one side for a conference with 
Biffle. 
Biffle is the man who put Barkley across 
as Vice President at th e Philadelphia con­ 
vention in 1948; also the m an who. posing 
as a chicken salesman, toured the country 
taking political 
soundings that sum m er 
and predicted T ru m an could win. He has 
long w anted the Veep to become P resi­ 
dent; likewise the new Mrs. Barkley. 
So, at this luncheon, Biffle urged T ru ­ 
m an to switch his support from H arrim an, 
then his No. I choice, to the much-loved, 
elderly Veep. 
T ru m an agreed. 
The very next day Barkley, buoyed up 
by hope and spurred on by his wife, m ade 
a form al announcem ent that he would ac­ 
tively push his cam paign. That was why, 
on arriving in Chicago, he walked from the 
railroad station to the hotel. That was al­ 
so why the party bosses passed out word 
that it’s “Barkley the W hite House w ants.” 
However, the days w hen the President 
can hand down orders on his successor and 
get them obeyed are past. When George 
H arrison 
head of 
the 
A FL 
Railroad 
Clerks, heard this from Bill Boyle, form er 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Democratic 
National 
Com mittee, he phoned the White House, 
insisted on talking to the President direct, 
and the following conversation took place: 
“Mr. President, Bill Boyle tells me you 
have selected Barkley.” 
“That's right,” replied the President. 
“Well, that puts m e on an awfully long 
limb because I have been pushing H arri­ 
m an as you indicated IO days ago,” 
re­ 
sponded Harrison. 
“ Well, stay out on the limb for a little 
w hile longer." was T ru m an 's cryptic reply. 
W hether the President m eant by this 
that he was m erely using Barkley as a 
stalking horse to stop K efauver 
is 
not 
known. However, the m uch-loved and now 
em bittered Veep will never recover from 
that political blow. 


HARRIMAN A FUTURE POWER 
The blow at Averell H arrim an was not 
quite so brutal, 
chiefly because he is a 
younger man. 
W hat happened was th a i Paul F itzpat­ 
rick. top Democratic leader of New York, 
w anted a “holding candidate”— a man who 
could hold New Y ork’s big block of dele­ 
gates together, thus perm itting Fitzpatrick 
to trade at the convention and throw the 
New York delegates at the right time. 
First Fitzpatrick approached New Y ork’s 
Sen. H erbert Lehm an. 
Lehm an, past 70. 
ridiculed the idea. 
He said he had no 
chance to become President 
and 
d id n ’t 
w an t the New York delegates pledged to 
him. 
Next 
Fitzpatrick 
w ent 
to 
H arrim an, 
urged him to run for President. H arrim an 
took him seriously, jum ped in with all his 
energy, plus considerable money, and pro­ 
ceeded to put on a b ang-up campaign. In 
fact, he put on such a good campaign that 
even his best friends w ere surprised. 
Fitzpatrick has stuck with him, but does 
not look happy about, it. He wears a little 
H arrim an button, sits back, goes through 
the motions of steering the H arrim an cam - 
j paign, but there is no passion in his drive, 
no optimism in his voice. 
He is merely 
paying lip service to a com m itm ent he 
made. 
For novice H arrim an, however, this has 
been an experience. He has found himself 
able to make better speeches than the old­ 
tim ers, he has snapped out of his habitual 
shyness, and he will be a politician to be 
reckoned wiih in future adm inistrations.

Lake Nineteen in 
Schoolcraft 
County is one of about 60 lakes 
in Michigan tentatively selected 
by the Michigan Department of 
Conservation for a 10-year study 
program financed with U. S. Din- 
gell-Johnson Act funds, it is an­ 
nounced. 
The 10-year program has re­ 
ceived federal approval and is the 
first major research project un­ 
der the new act. 
Lake Nineteen is on the 
list 
chosen to be particularly studied 
for species composition and rela­ 
tive abundance. 
Indian Lake is included in a 
list where game fish

will be made for growth studies. 
Big Manistique Lake in Luce and 
Mackinac counties also is listed 
in this group. 
Preliminary work has 
started 
and the big project will be un­ 
derway by mid-August, according 
to a conservation department re­ 
port. 
Five survey crews, two to 
three men in each, actually will

Type and abundance of 
fish and other aquatic life, their

Speed a Hazard 


All Year Around 


Chief Torval Kallerson of 
the 
Gladstone police departm ent 
is 
reminding motorists that although 
speed control is 
being 
stressed 
during the current traffic safety 
campaign ip Michigan, the dan­ 
gers of driving too fast are pres­ 
ent all year around. 
“Speed,” Chief Kallerson said, 
“is the leading traffic killer ev­ 
ery day of the year. 
Although 
speed takes its heaviest toll dur­ 
ing the summer season, it con­ 
tinues to show up as the predomi­ 
nant factor in traffic deaths dur­ 
ing the fall, winter and spring. 
“For several weeks the Glad­ 
stone police department and other 
police agencies throughout Michi­ 
gan have been urging m otorist to 
practice strict self-enforced speed 
control. 
The state law itself re­ 
quires that speed be adjusted to 
all conditions. 
“Last year 1,604 persons were 
killed and 48,418 injured on Mich­ 
igan streets and highways. 
That 
was a daily average of 137 casual­ 
ties. 
The highest daily toll was 
recorded in July with 
160 cas­ 
ualties. 
“This traffic record is 
inex­ 
cusable when we realize that most 
of the 
accidents 
injuries 
and 
deaths could have been prevent­ 
ed,” the chief concludes.

Shippers Ready 
Big Ore Fleet 


CLEVELAND — UU — The G reat 
Lakes ore fleet—millions of tons 
behind schedule because of the long 
steel strike—started firing up today 
to resum e im m ediate operations. 
Pittsburgh Steamship Co., l a r g ­ 
est on the lakes with 62 vessels, 
put out sailing orders first, but the 
Lake C arriers Association said the 
other fleets were readying their 
ships, too. 
In another development, rep re­ 
sentatives of the G reat Lakes ship­ 
ping industry were advised today 
to establish a pool of 6.000 rail cars 
to carry ore as a supplement to 
shipm ents over water. 
The 
suggestion 
was 
m ade 
by 
Ja m es K. Knudsen, Defense T ra n s­ 
portation Administrator, at a m eet­ 
ing of the shippers. 
Knudsen said 
lie figured the industry was 20,- 
000,000 gross tons behind the goal 
set by the governm ent this year. 
T herefore, he said it is im p er­ 
ative that rail shipping — w id th 
costs about $1.50 a ton more than 
lakes shipping— be used. He said 
he thought this should be cone 
on a voluntary basis, rath er than 
by governm ent order. 
With the pool, he said. 500 cals 
a day could be carrying orc from 
the upper lakes, moving betw een 
three and four million tons be­ 
tween now and the end of 
shipping season. 
Because of 
cost, ore shippers rarely use 
shipm ents. 
By July I, said Knudsen. 
lakes fleet should have moved 
million tons. 
He also suggested 
that 
ships 
make the trip to the upper lakes 
for ore em pty, rather than taking 
time to load coal. 
A nother device, said K nudsen. 
would be the use of ice breakers 
to keep lanes free and extend this 
y ea r’s shipping season. 
Shippers, who have kept most 
of their vessels idle but m anned 
during the

strike, 
moved 
quickly w hen they

strike-settling agreement covered 
23,000 striking iron ore workers.
